cial.]—The next big propaganda drive 


On congress by the radicals and pacif- 
ists is to have for its objective the de- 
struction of “ American imperialism.” 
The campaign is now being planned, 
the war chest filled with contributions 
and preparations made for the on- 
slaught as soon as congress convenes 
in December. 
In this general offensive the radicals 
and the pacifists will present a “ unit- 
ed front,” with the first line trenches 
manned by the communists, Socialists, 
the Federal Council of Churches, the 
National Council for Prevention of 
War, the Women’s International 
League for Peace and Freedom, and 
a .dozen other affiliated groups. 
_“ American Imperialism.” 
The propagandists intend to make 
“American imperialism” the next big 
issue before the American people, an 


issue they will seek to inject into the} 


presidential election next year. Their 
common object is to cause the United 
States to withdraw from Haiti and 
Nicaragua, to refrain henceforth from 
using the big stick to preserve peace 
in Latin America, to abandon the pol- 
icy of protecting American invest- 
ments abroad, and to redefine the Mon- 
roe doctrine in such manner as to make 
its defense the joint responsibility of 
the United States and Latin America, 
precluding the United States from 
acting alone in support of this princi- 
ple of United States policy. 

‘While sharing these common objec- 
tives with the “center” and “right” 
of the anti-imperialism propagandists 
the radicals of the extreme “left” 
have ultimate aims far more radical. 
To the communists, whose grand ob- 
jective is the overthrow of the Amer- 
ican form of government iby force and 
violence, the fight on “ American im- 
perialism’’ is viewed merely as a 
means to an end. They would clip 
the wings of the American eagle that 
it may be the more easily subdued 
when the great day arrives. 


Would Restrict Influence. 


They would force the withdrawal of 
the American flag from the Philippines 
and Porto Rico, the abrogation of the 
Platt amendment to the Cuban con- 
stitution, the withdrawal of American 
forces and administrators from Haiti, 
Santo Domingo, and Nicaragua, the in- 
ternationalization of the Panama canal 
and the strict confinement of American 
influence to continenta’ United States. 
At the same time they would develop a 
Latin American hegemony under com- 
munist domination as a base for prole- 
tarian operations agai:st the United 
States.
